1. This communication is in response to applicant's 10/03/2008 amendment in the application 
of Elliott et al. for a "System and method for providing requested quality of service in a hybrid 
network" filed 06/14/2001. This application is a continuation of US Application 08/751,917 
filed November 18, 1996 is now US Patent# 6,335,927. The proposed amendment to the claims 
has been entered and made of record. The terminal disclaimers filed on 08/15/2005 disclaiming 
the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Patent#6,335,927 filed 11/18/1996 and issued 01/01/2002 has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimers have been recorded. Applicant is reminded 
to submit the recording fee as required for the Terminal Disclaimer. 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowable as evident by applicant's amendment. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises a method and system for media communication over a hybrid 
network which includes a circuit switched network and a packet switched network, comprising: 
receiving a request for a media communication by a resource management processor connected 
to the hybrid network; determining an amount of resources in the hybrid network necessary to 
obtain a requested quality of service; allocating necessary resources to provide the requested 
quality of service on the hybrid network; and releasing the necessary resources upon termination 
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of the media communication, as specifically recited in the claims. The instant invention, in 
combination with the other claimed features, improves upon the Prior Art by providing a method 
and system for providing requested QoS in a hybrid network.
